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Veteran of World War, 
Gassed in Action, Dies 


In Waters of Lakewood 


Young Widow of Troy 
Spinks Collapses, and 
Condition Seemed to Be 
Serious for Some Time. 


HAD BEGGED HUSBAND 
NOT TO ENTER POOL 


Was Afraid Weakened 
Condition Might Make 
Exertion of Swimming 
Dangerous for Him. 


What threatened for a time to 
become a double tragedy came late 
Monday afternoon when Troy F. 
Spinks, 23 years old, a veteran of 
the world war, who lives at 
a camp On route No. 2, close to the 
Lakewood park entrance, met his 
death by drowning. 

Spinks was swimming in the 


Lakewood pool with two compan- | 
fons, when he gave out and before 
assistance could be given him, he 
sank to the bottom. 

When the news reached his young 
widow, she dropped her 12-months- 
old baby girl to the floor and 
swooned. She was rushed to Gra- 
dy hospital where physicians for a 
while feared for her life, so great 
was her grief. Her nerves shat- 
tered by the news of her husband’s 
death, she collapsed, and became 
hysterical. 

The ttle child, more alarmed 
than injured by the fall, was taken 
care of by neighbors while the 
mother was being administered to 
at the hospital and the body of the 
father was taken to Greenberg and 
Bond’s undertaking establishment. 

Enter Lakewood Poel. 

It is believed that the victim was 
scized by cramps, as he was known 
to be a@ good swimmer. With him 
in the poo! were his cousin, Travis 
Spinks, and another boy named lL. 
J. Johnson, Jr., the latter of 699 
East Fair street. About 3:39 o'clock 
the three put on bathing suits and 
entered the Lakewood park. 

Johnson, who accompanied the 
; dead man to. the hospital, stated 
» that he had heard him say prior 
“to going in the water that it had 
been three years since he had been 
in swimming and that he “might 
he a little stale.” For a while.the 
three swam about the sides, then,

London, September 26.—The cen- 
ter of the Irish crisis has shifted

“I believe the step we are now 
about to take in the ratification of 
this treaty is a surrender of the tra- 
ditional policies of this government 
and will involve us interminably in 
the affairs of Europe,” said Borah. 
“The second step, which Is inevit- 
ably to come, will involve us in al} 
the affairs of Europe, economic, po- 
litical] and financial, and will ram- 
ify us into all the things we were 
supposed to have escaped when we 
escaped from the league of nations.” 

Versailles Treaty.

New York, September 26.—Staid 
old salts aren't taking kindly to all 
the prohibition inspection, official 
and unofficial, that’s going on in- 
side and out the three-mile limit. 

“Gettin’ so you can’t drop a mud 
hook without some lubber whisper- 
ing you're a rum runner,” said one 
Sun-tanned skipper who recently 
breezed into port with his schooner 
aglitter with fish scales. 

According to this captain and 
others of his ealling, numbériess 
sleuths who played the “chase-the- 
spy” game during the war now are 
bent as zealously on tracking down 
liquor-laden craft in: post-war days. 

There were spies during the war 
and there probably are rum runners 
now operating off the coast, but 
skippers innocent of more than a 
Strong tea breath are complaining 
that even their cod and haddock 
are falling under suspicion and that 
a reflection is being cast on the 
ancient and honorable calling of the 
fisherman. 

Pirates First Verdict. 

Several months ago strange fan- 
tastic tales began coming in from 
the Atlantic of vessels mysterious- 


ily miseing and of other vessels as 


mysteriously sighted—tne phantom 
craft that bobbed up out’ of fogs, 
circled merchant craft and scooted 
away as silently as they had come. 
Pirates was the first verdict. 

Then, in July, off Hatteras, 
found a stranded schooner, 60 bat- 
tered by the waves that even her 
name had been ground off her stern. 
She never was identified, but be- 
fore she was destroyed by a coast 
guard cutter as a menace to naviga- 
#fon, there was found in her hold a

Now hardly @ day passes that seme 
vessel reaching port somewhere does 
not report encountering these bat- 
fling strangers, until it seems as if 
the entire merchant marine of all 
countries must suddeniy have turn: 
ed to rum running for a living. 

Schooners Seized. 


Then seizures began, and to date 
more than half a dozen scnooners 
are being held on technical charges. 
At Philadelphia, Gloucester, New 
Haven, Atlantic City and New York 
there's lying a schooner under Sus8- 
picion. 

The case of the Henry L. Marshall, 
seized off Atlantic City and brought 
to New York by a coast guard cut- 
ter, has aroused perhaps the great- 
est flurry. For she was flying the 
British flag outside the three-mile 
ftmit when the cutter swooped down 
on her, and now official Washington 
has *°°n called upon to decide what 
is to be done with her and the liquor 
found aboard her.

FELT BY STOCKS 


New York, September 26.—Recent 
uncertain tendencies in the stuck 
Market Decame more pronounced 
tuday, notwithstanding liie hopeiul 
feeling voiced by the trading ele- 
Ment. Selected issues of the spec- 
ulatiVe varieties were Steady to 
Strong at intervals, but ieaders oyf 
the _ oil, industrial and railway 
sroups reflected renewed pressure. 

Aside from the confusing foreisn 
Situation, as expressed jn a new 
low record for German excharge, 
most deveiopments over tine week- 
end received tavorable interpretn- 
tion.
